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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 8 and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

2. Claims 8 and 14, "wherein said unmated condition" should be changed to - - 
wherein in said unmated condition - -. 

3. Appropriate correction is required. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 7, 9-13 and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Culver (U. S. Patent 3,470.524). 

Regarding claims 7, 10-13 and 16, Culver (see figures 2, 5, 7) discloses an 
electrical connector comprising: a receptacle assembly including a receptacle connector 
having a plurality of studs 51 extending radially outwardly therefrom and a plurality of 
contacts; a plug assembly having a plurality of contacts and including: a plug body 14 
having one of a keyway 30 and a key 51 ; a coupling nut 50 including a plurality of studs 
51 extending radially inwardly and having one of a keyway 30 and a key 51 ; a spring 
biasing 55 said coupling nut in one direction; a rotatable sleeve 34 retained in said plug 
including coupling nut ramps and receptacle ramps 35; wherein said receptacle 
assembly and said plug assembly have an unmated condition and a locked mated 
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condition and said receptacle assenibly and said plug assembly are brought into said 
locked mated condition when said receptacle assembly and said plug assembly are 
pushed together and said studs of said receptacle assembly and said coupling nut 
engage said rotatable sleeve and cause said sleeve to rotate thereby locking said 
receptacle assembly and said plug assembly. 

Regarding claims 9 and 17, Culver (see figures 2, 5, 7) discloses portion nut of 
ramp 36 at lead line 46 at figure 7 is shallower that a portion of the receptacle ramp 35 
at lead line 35. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 8, 14-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent fomri including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of the references disclsoes said unmated condition said coupling nut ramps 
are not aligned with said coupling nut studs and said spring biases said coupling nut 
studs against said end of said rotatable sleeve.
